The amended claims required that the conditioning agent of a silicone component be 
present both in part ai and aii. Further, the claims also required that each of the treatment be 
formulated with the identical mixture of the colorant composition. The prior art of record (US 
5,376,146) alone or in combination with (US 4,104,021) fails to teach or disclose the claimed 
invention as recited in the amended claims. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole 
would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of hair dyeing formulations.
